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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH. 


Section  1.  All  physicians  pi-aclicing  within  the  limits  of  the  State 
shall  .make  an  immediate  report  of  every  case  occurring  in  theii  piac- 
tice  of  the  diseases  heieinafter  specitied.  if  occurring  in  a city  or 
borough,  to  the  Secretai'y  of  the  Itoard  of  Health,  Ijurean  of  Health 
or  Sanitary  Committee  of  such  city  or  borough,  and  if  occurring 
within  the  limits  of  a township,  to  the  Health  Ollicer  in  charge  of 
^ the' township  in  which  said  j)atient  may  be  located. 

Provided,  That  in  any  city  or  borough  not  having  a board  or  bureau 
of  health  or  sanitary  committee,  the  report  of  such  cases  occurring 
^ithin  the  limits  of  said  city  or  borough  shall  be  made  directly  to  the 
estate  Departnumt  of  Health;  And 

^ Provided  Further,  That  when  a vacancy  shall  be  known  to  exist  in 


J tlu‘  position  of  health  ollicer  in  any  township,  the  r(‘port  of  such  cases 
occurring  within  the  limits  of  said  townshi]>  shall  la*  made  directly 
to  the  State  T)e]iartmenl  of  Health. 

Physicians  or  others  in  charge  of  hosjutals  situated  in  (ities  or 
boroughs  shall  report  cases  of  diseases  hereinafter  sjiecilied  occur- 
ring in  cities  and  boroughs  to  the  respective  local  boards  or  bureaus 
of  health  or  sanitary  committees  of  such  cities  oi'  boroughs,  daily, 
and  shall  rcjtort  all  such  cas(*s  of  communicable  diseases  received 
from  bn-ritory  outside  of  cities  or  boroughs  to  the  State  Dejiartinent 
of  Health  at  Harrisburg  at  the  end  of  each  week. 

Provided,  That  in  any  city  or  borough  not  having  a board  of  health 
or  bureau  of  health  or  sanitary  committee,  the  rejiort  of  such  cases 
occurring  within  the  limits  of  said  city  or  borough  shall  be  made 
directly  to  the  ])ei>artment  of  Health. 

Physicians  or  others  in  charge  of  hospitals  situated  in  the  re- 
si>ective  townships  outside  of  cities  and  boroughs  shall  report  cases 
of  the  diseases  hereinafter  sjjecifled  received  from  citi(*s  and  bor- 
oughs to  the  respective  local  health  authorities  of  tin*  cities  and  bor- 
oughs, from  which  the  cases  are  taken,  dailv.  ]U'Ovid('d  that  where 
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.such  city  oi'  boi'ougli  luis  no  board  of  bealtb,  bureau  of  liealtb  or 
sauilary  couiuiiltee,  the  re])ort  of  sucdi  cases  shall  be  made  directly 
to  the  l)e])ai  rm(mt  of  Health,  and  shall  la'port  all  such  cases  received 
•from  tla*  towushijis  outside  of  cities  and  boroughs  to  the  State  l)e- 
parluuut  of  lleallh  at  Haiuisburg  at  the  eud  of  each  week. 

W hen  )ioU(‘  (d'  ihe  diseases  henuiiafter  enumerated  occurs  in  a 
city  or  borough  during  any  calendar  month,  a report  of  this  fact  shall 
be  made  tiy  (he  sc-ercdary  of  Ihe  board  or  bureau  of  health  or  sanitary 
cOinmittee  ;it  the  (*nd  of  such  month  to  the  Dejtartment  of  Health  at 
Hariisbiirg  on  the  re]*ort  ctirds  su])plied  for  this  jiurjMJse. 

Section  The  rejiort  of  <‘ach  and  every  case  of  any  of  the  diseases 
liereimif ter  onumertittMl  shall  Ik*  upon  a standard  form,  and  shall 
contain  tin*  tVdlowing  information;  Date  of  rejKtrt,  full  name  of 
patient,  occupalion  (if  any),  nativity,  age,  sex,  color  and  address  of 
jailient,  including,  if  in  a city  or  borough.,  the  name  of  the  street 
and  house  number,  the  name  of  (he  city  or  borough  and  county, 
tind  if  in  a township,  the  ])ost  office  address  of  the  patient,  name  of 
township  and  coiinfy,  the  name  of  the  disease,  date  of  onset  of  the 
disease,  name  tiiid  occupation  of  the  householder  in  whose  family 
the  disease  may  have  occurred,  number  of  children  in  said  hotise- 
hold  attending  school,  name  of  school  or  schools  and  name  and 
address  of  the  jdiysician  making  the  report. 

Section  3.  Each  amf  every  (;ase  of  s.malljiox  occuri'ing  in  the  prac- 
tice of  any  idiysician,  and  which  may  be  located  in  a township  out- 
side of  a city  or  borough,  shall  be  r(*ported  immediately  by  telephone 
or  telegraph,  by  the  i)hysician  in  attendance,  to  the  County  IMedical 
Inspector  of  tin*  county  in  which  the  disease  may  be  located,  giving 
(In*  name  and  address  in  full  of  each  jiatient;  this  notification  to  be 
in  a<ldition  to  (he  r(*]iort  in  writing  to  tin*  health  officer  in  charge 
of  the  townshii)  in  which  tin*  jtatient  may  be  located,  upon  the  regular 
postal  card  blanks  j)rovided  for  this  purpose. 

S(*ction  4.  It  shall  In*  the  duty  of  each  and  every  beard  of  health 
of  any  city  or  borough  within  the  State,  through  its  secretary, 
heaKh  officer  or  other  duly  authorized  official,  to  make  a report  in 
writing  at  the  end  of  each  week  to  the  Department  of  Health  upon 
the  forms  jirepared  and  sujiplied  by  said  department  of  all  cases 
of  the  following  named  diseases,  occurring  within  the  limits  of  said 
city  or  borough  during  said  week.  A report  shall  also  In*  made  for 
any  fi-action  of  a week  occurring  at  the  end  of  a month,  so  that  the 
first  weekly  rejiort  in  any  month  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of 
the  month,  and  in  the  event  of  no  communicable  disease  occurring 
during  any  week  or  fraction  of  a week  at  the  end  of  a month,  a 
report  to  that  effect  shall  be  forwarded  as  above  provided. 

Section  5.  The  diseases  referred  to  in  preceding  sections  of  these 
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regulations,  and  of  wliit-li  report  is  recjiiired  to  be  made  by  physicians 
and  healtli  authorities  are  as  follows;  Actinomycosis,  anthrax,  bu 
bonic  plague,  (epidemic  cereltro-spinal  meningitis  ( s})otted  fever), 
chickeniiox,  cholera,  diphtheria  (so-called  membraneous  croup, 
diphtheretic  croup,  and  putrid  sore  throat  should  be  reported  as 
diphtluria),  (‘pidemic  dysentery,  erysipelas,  (terman  measles,  glan- 
ders, hydrophobia,  h'prosy,  malarial  fever,  measles,  mumps,  pneu- 
monia ifrue),  puerjieral  fever,  r<dapsing  fever,  smallpox,  scarlet 
fever  (so-called  scarlatina  and  scarlet  rash  should  be  repoited  as 
scarlet  fev<“i  i,  tetanus,  trachoma,  trichiniasis,  tuberculosis  (spcadfy 
what  form),  tyi»hoid  fever,  typhus  fever,  whooping  cough  and  yellow 
fever. 


AND  KEGI  LATIOXS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  EXDER- 
TAKERS.  SEXTONS  AND  OTHER  PERSONS  IN  CHARGE  OF 
THE  PREPARATION,  INTER^IENT,  DISINTERMENT  AND 
OTHER  DISPOSITION  OF  DEAD  BODIES. 


Rule  1.  Excejd  by  special  jtermissiou  fi-om  the  Department  of 
Health,  no  intei  inent  of  any  human  body  shall  be  made  in  any  public 
or  private  burial  ground  unless  the  distance  from  tlie  lop  of  the  box 
containing  the  cofhn  or  casket  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  front  the 
natural  surface  of  the  ground,  excejjt  where  solid  rock  or  water  may 
be  encount('red : (hen  the  distauce  from  the  top  of  the  box  contain- 
ing the  coffin  or  caskid  shall  be  not  less  than  four  feet  from  the 
natural  surfaci'  of  the  ground;  and  with  the  further  exception 
that  still-born  children  and  children  less  than  four  years  of  age.  dead 
of  any  disease  other  ilian  anthrax,  cholera,  diphtheria,  leprosy,  small- 
I>ox,  scarlet  fever,  tetanus,  typhoid  fever,  tyidius  fever  or  yellow 
lever,  sliall  be  burieil  at  such  a dejith  that  the  tojv  of  the  box  con- 
taining the  collin  or  casket  be  not  less  tlian  three  and  one-half  feet 
from  the  natui'al  surface  of  (he  ground. 

Ruh*  2.  N’o  human  body  shall  be  ])laced  in  any  unsealed  over- 
ground vault,  catacomb  or  other  reci'ptacle  above  ground,  or  in  any 
underground  vault,  (‘Xcept  such  as  are  fitted  with  a stone  covuung 
to  be  tightly  cementiul  after  each  internnuit,  unless  the  coftin  or 
casket  containing  the  iiunains  shall  be  first  permamuitly  and  hermet- 
ically sealed  in  a metal  case. 

Provided,  That  receiving  vaults  may  be  used  for  the  reception  of 
bodies  for  a i)eriod  not  ('x-'-eeding  thirty  days  during  the  months  of 
October,  November.  Decemlau-.  January.  February,  March.  Aj.ril.  and 


not  o.xcoeiling-  a jjoi  iod  of  sovoiity-two  hours  during  the  months  of 
May,  Juim,  -July,  August  and  Sp})te!nher,  oxcept  hy  tlio  siiorial  per- 
luisKsion  of  liie  1 lojiartmcnt  of  floalth. 

Kiih'  3.  The  bodies  of  all  pcusoiis  dead  of  Asiatic  cholera,  anthrax, 
dijdillnria  or  nuuiibrancou.s  croup,  {‘pidciniic  cerebro-S]dnal  menin- 
gitis or  eerehro-sidiml  fioer,  h'prosy,  plague,  relapsing  fc'vei',  scarlet 
fever  or  (scarlatinal,  smallpox,  typhus  fevcu-  and  y(  How  fever,  shall 
be  huri(  d within  Ihirtvsix  hours  after  death. 

The  undertaker  in  c harge  will  be  ludd  responsible  for  the  execution 
of  this  ordci',  and  must  jtresent  an  affidavit  as  to  the  facts  to  the 
local  registrar  of  tln>  district  in  whicdi  death  occurred  on  the  official 
forms  prejiared  for  tliis  purpose  before  receiving  a burial  or  removal 
permit. 

Hule  4.  tflumever  any  ];erson  shall  dir*  from  any  of  the  discaises 
enum.eratf'd  in  Rule  3.  the  undertaken’  lurcdng  cdiarge  of  the  prep- 
aration and  int(u-!nent  of  the  remains  shall  be  the  only  ])ersou  author- 
ized to  in.scu't  the  ]!uhlished  notice  of  death,  and  sltall  be  held  re- 
spoiisifile  tlici'c  for.  and  such  notice  shall  contain  only  the  residence, 
nanu’  of  deceased,  cause  of  death  and  date  of  death,  and  if  desired 
tin*  name  of  tii!'  p,!r(  and  the  words  “no  funeral.” 

Knh’  d.  The  bodies  cd’  all  ipersons  demd  of  A^siatic  cliolera,  anthrax 
leju'osy.  rcla]!.si ,'.g  fever.  small]iox  (va)'iola  or  variloid),  yellow  fever 
and  idague,  mnsf.  as  soon  as  possible’,  after  death,  he  completely  en- 
veloj)cd  in  a sln-ct  sa.turated  with  a mixtni’C  of  clilorinated  lime,  in 
thc’  proportion  of  one  jxjiind  of  lime  to  one  gallon  of  water,  a 20  per 
cent,  solution  of  pure  Und’  tln>  dai'l;  comnn’reial)  carbolic  acid,  a 1 to 
bOO  sobitioji  of  corrosive'  sublimate’,  nr  a 4 per  cent,  solution  of  liquor 
formalde’hydi.  T.  S.  lb,  after  which  it  shall  be  wrapjied  in  a layer 
of  raw  colt  on  not  h-ss  than  one  inch  thick,  and  be  encased  in  a coffin 
or  e-jeske't,  vliicli  must  la  im, mediately  closed  and  not  reopened  for 
any  penqins*’. 

Hurial  must  lake  place  within  tlic  limits  of  the  registration  district 
in  wlHeli  di’ath  occiirre’Tl.  or  in  some  district  immediately  adjacent 
tiiei'cto.  The  (i  anisporlation  of  sueli  bodies  except  by  hearse  or  nn- 
derialci  r’s  wagon  is  jujsitively  forhidde-n. 

The  nndertakei'  in  charge  will  he  held  responsible  for  the  execu- 
tion of  this  rule,  and  must  present  an  affidavit  as  to  the  facts  to  the 
local  I'i’gistrar  of  the  district  in  whicli  deatli  occurred  on  the  official 
for, ms  j)r(’])ai'ed  fur  this  ]mr])ose,  lipfore  receivnng  a burial  or  removal 
permit. 

Rule  d.  The  bodies  of  all  i)er,sons  dead  of  diphtheria,  or  mem- 
braneous crouiu  scarlet  fever  (scarlatina),  and  epidemic  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis  or  cerebro-spinal  fever,  must  immediately  after 
death  beenvelo])ed  in  a sheet  saturated  with  a mixture  of  chlorinated 
lime,  in  the  projiortion  of  one  pound  of  lime  to  one  gallon  or  water, 
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or  a 20  per  cent,  solution  of  pure  (not  the  dark  commercial)  carbolic 
acid,  or  a 1 to  oOO  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate,  or  a 4 per  cent, 
solution  of  liquor  forinaldehvdi  U.  S.  P.,  and  the  body  wrapped  in 
a layer  of  raw  cotton  not  less  than  one  inch  thick,  and  be  placed  in 
a coffin  or  casket,  which  must  be  immediately  closed  and  not  re- 
opened for  any  purpose: 

Provided,  That  the  wrapping  may  be  left  olf  the  face  and  the  body 
placed  in  a coffin  or  casket  fitted  with  a glass  top. 

Provided  also,  That  only  the  immediate  members  of  the  family  be 
j)ermitted  to  view  the  remains. 

Purial  must  take  jilace  within  the  limits  of  the  registration  district 
in  Avhich  <leath  occurred,  or  in  some  district  immediately  adjacent 
I hereto.  The  transportation  of  such  bodies,  except  by  hearse  or  un- 
derlak(“r's  Avagon,  is  positively  forbidden;  except  that  bodies  tlead 
of  the  diseases  enumerated  in  this  rule  may  be  transported  by  a 
I>ubiie  conveyance  or  common  carrier  Avhen  prepared  in  the  follow- 
ing manner: 

The  bodies  shall  b(‘  thoroughly  disinfected  by  arterial  and  cavity 
injeciiou  AA'ith  a.n  approA’ed  disinfectant  tluW,  disinfecting  and  sto{)- 
jung  a.ll  orifices  A\ith  absorbent  cotton  and  Avashing  the  bodv  with 
the  disi!ifectant  solution,  after  whi'di  pody  shall  be  completely 
Avra.pjx'd  in  a shetd  of  laiAv  cotton  not  less  tlmn  one  inch  thick,  and 
be  enc;iseil  in  a metal  or  metal-linefi  coflin  or  casket,  and  be  hermet- 
ically scaled,  or  if  an  ordinary  coffin  or  casket  be  used,  the  outside 
ciisc  (uu  losing  the  same  must  be  metal  or  metal  lined  and  hermet- 


ically sealed. 

The  undei-taker  in  cliarge  vdll  be  responsible  for  the  execution  of 
tins  order,  and  mast  jin'sent  an  affidaA'ir  as  to  the  facts  to  the  local 
legist! iti"  of  ih(‘  distract  in  A\hi(d!  death  occuri'ed  on  the  official  forms 
icrepared  for  tins  purpose  befoi'e  receiving  a transit  permit. 

l\ule  7.  I he  body  of  any  pei  son  dead  of  a non-contagious  disease 
shall  not  be  removed  from  the  registration  district  in  which  death 
Of  canted  Ija  jmblie  coiiA’eyancf"  or  common  carrier  except  under  the 
folloAAing  conditions:  Fir.st,  Avhen  the  remains  liaA’O  been  thoroughly 
embalmed  and  disinfected,  or  Avhen  shipped  to  such  a point  as  can 
be  reached  wirhin  twenty-four  hours  after  death,  they  shall  be  placed 
in  a casket  or  coffin,  and  the  said  coffin  or  casket  shall  be  en- 
cased in  a strong  outer  box  made  of  good  sound  lumber  and  not  less 
than  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  thick;  all  joints  must  be  ploughed, 
grooved  and  glued,  top  and  bottom  put  on  with  cleats  and  cross- 
pieces. all  put  together  with  screws,  to  be  tightly  closed  with  white 
lead,  asphalt  varnish  or  paraffine  paint,  and  a rubber  band  placed 
on  the  upper  edge  between  the  lid  and  box,  and  strong  handles  must 
be  placed  on  each  end  and  side  of  said  box.  Second,  when  bodies  are 
not  embalmed  or  the  destination  cannot  be  reached  within  twenty- 
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four  lioui's  after  (loath,  tlio  coflin,  casket  or  outside  case  must  be 
metal  or  metal  lined,  and  liermeticall.y  sealed. 

The  umhudaker  will  be  held  l esponsible  for  the  execution  of  these 
rules,  and  mus(  present  an  atlidavit  as  to  the  facts  to  the  local  regis- 
trai’  of  the  district  in  which  death  occurred  on  the  official  forms 
prejiarf  d for  this  purpose  before  receiving  a removal  i)ermit  for  said 
body. 

llnle  S.  AVhen  it  may  become  necessary  to  transfer  dead  bodies  in 
transit  from  oiu‘  raihvay  train  to  another,  or  from  one  railroad  sta- 
tion to  another,  or  from  railroad  station  to  ferry,  (he  affidavit  of 
undertaker  and  jiermit  cd’  the  local  registrar  acconi](anying  the  re- 
mains from  point  of  original  shi]un<mt  shall  in  all  cases  be  sufficient 
.luthority  for  such  transfer. 

Kuh'  !).  No  dead  body  shall  be  rmnoved  from  its  jdace  of  original 
intei'inent  mxcr'P’t  under  the  following  conditions: 

No  dead  body  shall  be  disinterred  except  a ])ermit  for  the  same 
b(‘  issued  by  the  local  registrar  of  the  distiact  in  which  the  disin- 
ternieiit  is  to  Ik*  made;  the  fee  for  such  peiniit  shall  be  fifty  cents, 
to  be  jiaid  to  the  local  registrar  by  the  person  making  the  ai)plica- 
tion,  who  shall  present  to  the  local  registrar  the  correct  name,  date 
of  death  and  cause  of  death  for  tin*  body  to  be  disinterred. 

Disinterment  ]»(*rmits  shall  be  d(*liv(*red  to  the  sexton  or  other 
person  in  cha]g(*  of  bui-ial  grounds  in  which  the  disinterments  are  to 
bs  nia(h*.  and  be  by  him  returned  to  tin*  local  registrar  on  Saturday 
of  each  we<*k. 

All  disinterments  shall  la*  void  after  the  expiration  of  seventy-two 
hours  from  tin*  date  of  issue,  and  no  disinterment  shall  be  made  be- 
tweeji  sunset  and  sunrise.  No  disinterment  of  any  dead  body  shall 
b(*  mad(*  during  tin*  months  of  Jum*,  July,  August  and  September  ex- 
eejit  by  S]K*cial  pei-mission  (d'  the  Departnu'nt  of  Health. 

No  disinterment  of  any  body  d(*ad  of  smallpox,  anthrax,  Asiatic 
cholera.  r(“lapsing  fevei',  yellow  fevei*,  ejddemic  c(*rebro-spinal  menirin 
gitis  or  cerebro-siiinal  fever,  scarlet  fever,  diidheria  or  membraneous 
crou]i,  shall  b(*  made  within  t(*n  years  from  the  date  of  the  original 
burial  of  tlie  same  without  the  sjiecial  ])ermission  of  the  Department 
of  Health,  and  tin*  gi*aves  containing  the  bodies  dead  of  the  above 
named  dis(*as(*s  shall  not  be  opened  for  any  ])urpose  within  ten  years 
from  the  date*  of  oiiginal  burial  without  the  sjiecial  peiunission  of 
the  D(*par(nn*nt  of  Health. 

The  r(*mains  of  any  dead  body  shall  not  be  exposed  to  view  after 
disinternn*nt  without  the  special  ]((*rmission  of  the  Department  of 
H(*al(h. 

The  trans](ortaion  by  juiblic  conveyance  or  common  carrier  of  any 
disintei'red  body  is  jiositively  forbidden,  except  the  coffin  or  casket 
containing  tin*  same  be  m(*tal  or  nn*tal  lined  and  hermetically  sealed 
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or  the  outside  case  contaiuiug  the  same  he  metal  lined  hermet- 
icallj-  sealed. 

An  affidavit  of  the  facts  in  the  case  must  be  presented  by  the 
undertaker  in  r-harge  to  the  local  registrar  of  the  district  in  which 
the  disinterment  is  made  and  from  which  the  body  is  to  be  trans- 
ported, who  will  issue  a proper  permit  therefor,  and  no  disinterred 
body  shall  be  so  transported  without  such  a permit; 

I'rovided,  That  in  cities  aud  boroughs  disinterment  iiermits  for 
bodies  interred  within  their  corporate  limits  may  be  issued  by  the 
officials  designated  by  the  boards  of  health  of  such  citic^s  and  bor- 
oughs, subject  to  the  above  rules  and  regulations,  and  the  fees  there- 
for ma^  be  regulated  and  disjiosed  of  by  local  ordinances. 

Rule  10.  Any  j)erson  violating  any  order  or  regulation  of  the  !)<"- 
partment  of  Health  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  jninished  by  a tine  of  not  more 
than  -f lOO,  or  liy  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  month,  or  both, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  as  pimvided  in  section  1(1  of  the  act 
approred  the*  27th  day  of  April,  1995,  entith*d  “An  act  creating  a De 
partment  of  Health  and  defining  its  ])owers  and  duties.”

henever  ])Ossible,  ]>hysiciuns  should  visit  smallpox  cases  after 
making  all  i-egular  calls  for  that  day. 

If  tin*  physician  has  not  been  successfully  vaccinated  within  five 
.^ears  vaccination  should  be  attemjded  Ix'fore  attending  such  a case. 

The  i)hysician  should  cai  iy  in  a bag  intended  for  this  purpose  only, 
<i  gown  whi(  h extends  nearly  to  the  fioor,  fitting  dost*  at  the  neck 
and  wrists  and  entirely  covei'ing  all  clothing. 

The  bag  should  also  contain  a hood  or  luotective  covering  for  the 
hair,  and  a pair  of  high,  close-fitting  rubber.s. 

The  visit  to  the  sick  room  should,  of  coui-se,  be  as  brief  and  as 
free  from  unnecessaiw  handling  of  the  patient  as  is  consistent  with 


a proper  understanding  of  the  ]iatient’s  condition. 

A .small  outer  room  or  hallway  in  such  a house  should  be  set  apart 
for  the  use  of  the  physician  where  .soap  and  water,  towels  and  anti- 
sejjtics  are  ju-ovided  for  the  jjurpose  of  cleansing  exposed  surfaces. 
T>on  entering  this  room  after  the  visit  of  the  patient,  the  rubbers 
liood  and  gowii  should  be  removed,  sprinkled  well  with  li.pmr  for 
lahhhvdi  T . K.  I or  foiunalin  j'olh'd  into  a comjiact  bundle  and 
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placed  widiiii  the  haj,^  into-  which  the  disinfectant  should  be  again 
sprinkled. 

A\  hen  it  is  desirable  to  leave  these  articles  at  the  house,  the  rub- 
bers may  be  wiped  olf  with  liquor  foiunaldehydi  U.  S.  1*.  or  formalin, 
and  the  hood  aiid  gown  boiled  at  least  thirty  minutes,  wrung  out  and 
allowed  to  dry  before  the  physician  again  visits  the  patient. 

The  physicir.n  should  then  thoroughly  wash  the  hands,  face  and 
ireard,  if  any,  wdth  soap  and  water. 

The  soa|v  should  be  thoroughly  removed  and  all  (‘Xposed  surfaces, 
including  the  hair  and  scalp,  wa.slnul  with  a solution  of  coi-rosiw'  sub- 
limate (bichloride  of  mercury)  t-I0(H!.  This  in  turn  may  be  r(‘moved 
with  plain  water. 

The  mouth  and  nose  should  be  s]!ray('d  v,iih  a solution  of  equal 
parts  of  listerine  and  water. 

"iVheu  lieaKh  offic(M'S  are  called  upon  to  visit  premises  infected 
will)  smallpox  for  any  ]>urpos(‘  they  shall  observe  all  the  precautions 
advised  for  pliysicians. 

’W'lu'ii  disinfecting  such  ju-emi.'-^i's  liu'y  had  best  leave  their  gown 
and  liood  in  vbe  last  ronui  to  be  disinfi  cied.  and  never  under  any  cir 
cnmstances  shall  such  ju'otective  gaiam  nts  be  used  in  performing 
disinfection  in  a case  of  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  or  vice  versa,  un- 
less they  hav(*  been  thoroughly  disiufected  -with  li(]uor  formalde- 
hydi  Tb  S.  1’.  or  foiunaliu  or  have  been  boiled  at  least  one  hour  in 
the  meantime. 

They  should  ju-ovide  tlnnns(dv<'S  with  a number  of  gowns  and  hoods 
and  a conveni(‘nt  canvas  or  h aiher  bag  to  carry  tin  m in. 

A glass  stoj)pered  bottle  eonjainiag  lifiuor  formaldchydi  U.  S.  P. 
or  foiunalin  should  also  be  carried  in  the  bag  for  sprinkling  infected 
gowns,  lioods  and  the  inside  of  the  bag  after  smdi  garments  have 
been  worn  and  replaced. 

Clergymen  sliall  not  be  denicul  the  privilege  of  answering  sum- 
mons to  altend  a case  of  contagions  disease. 

They  must,  how'ever,  obtain  instructions  from  the  local  board  of 
heallli,  or  tin'  local  re]»resentative  of  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
in  case  there  is  no  board  of  health,  and  conform  strictly  to  such  in- 
structions. 

Hn  communities  having  no  board  of  health  they  shall  provide  them- 
selves with  the  jirotectlve  gown,  hood,  etc.,  and  disinfect  subse- 
quently in  the  manner  and  form  suggested  for  physicians. 

Th.e  undertaker,  like  the  physician  and  health  officer,  should  pro- 
vide himself  with  a leather  or  canvas  bag,  to  be  used  only  for  the 
puiqiose  of  carrying  protective  gowns,  hoods  and  rubbers  to  be  worn 
whenever  such  bodies  are  to  be  prepared  for  burial.  Such  protective 
covering  used  by  them  should  be  well  sprinkled  with  liquor  formalde- 


liydi  U.  S.  1*.  or  formalin,  rollod  into  a compact  bundle  and  boiled  at 
the  earliest  opportiinitv. 

Upon  leaving  the  premises  the  disinfection  of  exposed  surfaces 
should  be  thorongh  as  detailed  under  suggestions  for  physicians. 


KULE  AND  KEGULATION  GOVEKNTNG  THE  DISINFECTION 

OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 


To  carry  out  jirovisions  of  the  act  of  April  27,  190-5,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  makes  it  a rule  and  regulation  that  all  school  direct- 
ors, trustees,  principals  and  presidents  of  schools  and  colleges  out- 
side of  cities  in  this  State,  for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  all 
pupils  and  students,  and  of  tln^  entire  community  as  well,  jtay  prompt 
and  regular  attention  to  the  disinfection  of  buildings  used  for  educa- 
tional purjioses  immediately  after  the  discovery  of  any  communica- 
ble disease  within  said  building. 

Circular  containing  suggestions  as  to  methods  of  disinfection 
may  be  had  on  application  to  the  State  Department  of  Health. 


RULE  AND  REGULATION  AS  TO  ISOLATION  IN  CASE  OF  CON- 
TAGIOUS DISEASE  IN  SCHOOLS. 


Uj.'ou  the  appearance  of  contagious  diseases  in  a college  dormi- 
tory. boarding  school  or  seminary,  the  patient  should  i.mnnuliately  be 
taken  to  a contagious  disease  hospital  or  an  isolation  building. 

If  this  is  not  possilile,  the  patient  and  nurse  or  attendant  must 
be  strictly  isolated  to  a room  as  remote  as  possible  from  other 
persons. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  GOA'ERNING  THE  CONTROL  OF 
CERTAIN  COAIAII'NICABLE  DISEASES  NOT  PROAHDED 
FOR  BY  THE  ACT  OF  JUNE  IS.  1S05. 


“No  child  or  other  person  belonging  to  or  residing  with  the  fam- 
ily of  any  person,  or  residing  in  the  same  house  in  which  any  per- 
son may  be  located,  who  is  suffering  from  epidemic  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  ispotted  fever).  Avhooping  cough,  measles,  German 
measles,  mumps  or  chicken  pox,  shall  bo  permitted  to  attend  any 
public,  private  or  parochial,  Sunday  or  other  school,  and  all  prin- 
cipals, Sunday  School  superintendents  or  other  persons  in  charge 
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of  such  scliools  are  liorebv  reijuircil  to  (*xc-lu(le  any  and  all  snclt 
oliildren  and  jtersun.s  from  said  schools  for  the  periods  hereinafter 
fixed. 

“The  following-  niinimnm  ptadods  of  excdtision  shall  he  observed, 
and  the  return  to  school  in  (*ach  instance'  shall  he  only  upon  the 
certificate  of  a physician,  or  of  a health  officer,  in  cases  where  no 
]diysician  has  been,  oi-  is  in  attendance',  .setting  forth  that  propc'r 
jtrecantions  hav(*  Ix'en  taken  for  the  jiieveution  of  the  spread  of 
dis('as(‘.  Ej!id('inic  cei-ehro-spinal  , meningitis  (sjiotted  fever),  certifi- 
cate of  jdiysicians ; whoojiing  congh,  cei  tificafe  of  physician;  measles. 
twenty-oiK'  days  from  onset,  c<'rtificat(‘  of  jihysician;  (Jerman 
Jinaisles,  fwenty-one  days  fi-om  onset,  cerfiticate  of  jihysician; 
mmnjis,  twenty-oiU'  days  from  omset,  cei  tificate  of  jihysician;  chicken 
jiox,  twenty-one  days  fi'om  date  of  onset,  certificate  of  jdiysician. 

“In  addition  to  the  dis(‘ases  which  the  act  of  dnm'  18,  181)5,  de- 
clares shall  exclude  from  school  children  who  are  exjiosed  to  them 
and  those  disease's  to  which  attention  has  hec'U  called  above,  there 
are  certain  othei-s  to  which  this  jirohibition  is  hereby  exti'iided,  but 
in  tlu'  cas('  only  of  those  who  are  actually  afllicted,  and  these  shall 
be  readmittc'd  njion  the  physician's  certificate  attesting  only  the  re- 
covc'ry  of  fhe  jiatie'ut. 

“These'  disease'.s  are  as  folhiws:  Tonsilitis,  scabies  (itch),  jeeelicn- 
losis  eajiifis  du'ad  lice),  jiedicnlosis  cmjioris  (body  lice),  trachoma, 
imp('tige)  contagiosa,  favus,  acute'  cemtagions  conjunctivitevs  (jiink 
e'ye'),  tinea  e-ii-cinata,  e'rysijie'las.’'

The'  (juarantine  jierioel  for  ease's  of  scarlet  feve'!-  shall  be  thirty 
days  from  the  elate  of  onset  of  the  disease,  jnovideel  that  at  the  end 
of  said  jieriod  the  jihysician  in  cliarge'  e-ertitie'S  in  writing  that  des- 
ejnamation  has  e'litirely  and  absolutely  e'easeel. 


RULES  AND  RE( ! UEATK  )XS  AS  TO  RLAUARDIXO  CERTAIN 
COMMUXI  CARLE  DISEASES  AND  DEEIXINC  QIJARAX- 
TIXE, 


In  eirder  fo  e arry  eint  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Asse'inbly  of 
Ajiril  27,  1!)(I5,  entitled  “An  act  creating  a Department  of  Health 
and  de'lining  its  jiowers  anel  duties,”  the  De'jiartme'iit  of  Health  oJ 


the  Couuiioiiweultli  of  I’eiiiisylviiiiia  has  adopted  the  following  ink's 
and  regulations; 

“That  in  addition  to  the  diseases  whicdi  the  act  of  June  18.  189o, 
entitled  ‘An  act  to  provide  for  the  more  effective  protection  of  the 
public  health  in  the  several  municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth,’ 
provides  shall  be  placarded  by  the  health  authorities,  namely: 
Cholera,  smallpox  (variola  or  varioloid),  scarlet  fever,  tyjdioid  fever, 
yellow  fever,  relapsing  fever,  diphtheria  (diphtheritic  croup,  mem- 
braneous crouj))  or  leprosy,  there  shall  be  i)laced  upon  or  near  the 
house  or  premises  in  which  a case  of  bubonic  plague,  ejudemic  cere- 
bro-spinal  meningitis,  spotted  fever,  chicken  ])ox.  measles,  (ierman 
measles,  mumps,  typhoid  fever  and  whooiiing  cough,  may  be  located, 
a placard  or  placards,  upon  which  shall  be  printed  in  large  letters 
the  name  of  the  disease  from  which  the  person  or  persons  in  said 
house  or  prmnises  may  be  suffering,  and  such  ])lacard  or  placards 
shall  remain  thereon  until  removed  by  order  of  the  health  author- 
ities. 

“That  absolute  (piarantine  be  enforced  in  the  following  diseases: 
Bubonic  plague,  cholera,  leprosy,  smallpox,  typhus  fever  and  yellow 
fever. 


“Absolute  (luarantine  includes,  tirst,  absolute  prohibition  of  en- 
trance to  or  exit  from  the  building  or  conveyance,  excejd  by  officers 
or  attendants  authorized  by  the  health  authorities,  and  the  placing 
of  guards,  if  necessary,  to  enforce  this  prohibition;  second,  tbe  j)Ost- 
ing  of  a warning  jdacard,  which  states  the  name  of  the  disease,  in 
a conspicuous  place  oi-  places  on  the  outside  of  the  Imilding  or  con- 
veyance; third,  tin*  ];rohibiti()n  of  the  passing  out  of  any  object  or 
material  from  the  (juarantined  house  or  conveyance;  fourth.  ju'O- 
visions  for  convc'ving  tlu'  lU'cessaries  of  life  under  careful  restric- 
tion to  those  in  (inarantine. 

“Since  these  disc'ases,  with  the  exception  of  smalljiox,  rarely  occur 
in  this  Commonwealth,  wlu'ii  reported,  special  instructions  will  be 
issiK'd  by  the  Dejiartment  of  Health  governing  the  individual  cases. 

"That  modified  quarantine  shall  be  enforced  in  the  following  dis- 
eases (absolute  ujion  violation  of  .modified  (piarantine):  Epidemic 
cerebro  spinal  meningitis  (spotted  fever),  diphtheria,  measles,  scar- 
let fever  and  relapsing  fever. 

“:\[odified  (piarantine  includes,  first,  prohibition  of  entrance  and 
exit,  as  in  absolute  quarantine,  except  in  the  case  of  certain  members 
of  the  family  authorized  by  the  health  authorities  to  ])ass  in  and 
out  under  certain  definite  restrictions;  second,  the  placing  of  a 
placard  as  before;  third,  isolation  of  patient  and  attendant;  fourth, 
prohibition  of  the  carrying  out  of  any  object  or  material  unless 
the  same  shall  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected.  The  wage  earner 
■IS  allowed,  under  modified  (piarantine,  to  continue  work,  provided  he 
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at  no  time  comes  in  contact  with  the  patient,  and  that  he  lias  a room 
entirely  sejiarated  from  the  patient  and  those  attending  the  same, 
as  provided  in  instructions  on  isolation.  In  permitting  household- 
ers and  wage  earners  to  continue  work  when  cases  of  dijihtheria, 
scarh^t  fever,  ej)idemic  cerehro-spinal  meningitis  (spotted  fever)  or 
measles  a]^pear  upon  the  premises,  the  greatest  care  should  l)e  taken 
to  prevent  the  carrying  of  the  infection,  and  such  a person  shall  not 
be  employed  in  an  establishment  in  which  is  conducted  the  ])roduc- 
tion,  sale  or  manufacture  of  fabrics,  wearing  apparel,  upholstered 
furniture,  bedding,  foodstuffs,  cigars,  cigarettes,  candy,  etc.  If  so 
employed,  he  should  leave  the  premises  after  taking  an  antiseptic 
batli  and  having  his  clothing  disinfected,  and  thereafter  remain 
away  from  the  premises  np  to  the  time  of  the  recovery  of  the  last 
j)atient  and  the  disinfection  of  the  household.” 
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
